For Canadian Fighting 
t Force 



POWERFUL FLOTILLA 

OF NEW VESSELS 



Naval Authority Outlines the 
Requirements for Auxiliary 
Squadron 



The Colonist Is able to present this 
morning a very Interesting and valu- 
able series of suggestion!} from Rear- 
Admiral Fleet, who Is so well and fa- 
vorably known to all residents of Vic- 
toria. During his residence in this 
city Admiral Fleet took a great Inter- 
est in all matters relating to the 
Royal navy and Canada's participa- 
tion in naval defence. 

Sir: About two years ago you -were' 
kind enough to publish in your col- 
umns a suggestion' of mine including 
certain details for a Canadian naval 
force. 

As a bill for a naval force Is now 
likely to bo brought forward in thu 
Dominion parliament, I venture to re- 
new these suggestions with certain 
alterations to meet the marchi of 
events and the conditions of the 
times. 

I now advocate as you will see new 
vessels being acquired, and the flotilla 
suggested would be a powerful auxil- 
iary to a cruiser squadron despatched 
from China, where our nearest naval 
force la stationed/and from whence 
they could not be accompanied by 
destroyers on account of their limited 
coal capacity without considerable de- 
lay. 

The latest ocean-going destroyers 
have a- steaming radius of 1,500 miles 
only or a total steaming distance of 
3,000 inlles at a speed of 13ft knottt. 
Since commencing these remarks I 
,liave read in Uio Colonist Mr. Gtegg's 1 
suggestions on the same subject., but 
I consider now and up to date crufsera 
would be in every way more desirable, 
old vessels being practically .usolcss 
except for training purposes,

Bases— Pacific coast, Esquimalt, At- 
lantic coast,. Halifax with subsidiary 
base at Montreal. 

Force (Pacific), cruisers— Two new 
cruisers of "Boadlcea" type about 1,000 
tons; speed 27 knots. Destroyers — Six 
destroyers (all to be built in England 
from Admiralty designs) and sent out 
together with cruisers via Magellan, 
thus showing the Hag In the various 
South and Central American ports 
and indicating the co-operation of the 
Dominion in the defence of the Em- 
pire.

Those of the latter having experience 
nf the Canadian ports, East and West, 
having the preforence. 

Seaman Instructors (Gunnery and 



Torpedo) to bo lont, at first, by Im- 
perial Government, Artificers, Carpen- 
ters, Plumbers, Electricians, Ship- 
wrights and other skilled ratings 

Also boys (seamen class) and stok- 
ers to be recruited in the Dominion. . 

Civilians, officers, engineers, sur- 
geons, accountant officers, chaplains, 
tcisather with their staffs to be ob- 
tained in the Dominion. 

The problem of. the personnel is tho 
most difficult in the commencement of 
a navy, therefore in its infancy the 
force would have to depend very 
largely on the assistance of tho Im- 
perial government In that respect, but 
as years roiled on and tho junior offi- 
cers and seamen, etc., rose to the 
higher positions the whole force would 
In time bo entirely Canadian. 

I would be in favor of now and the 
most up-to-date vessels .being obtain- 
ed as those only would be reliable in 
actual service and a flotilla as de- 
scribed, on either sido of tho Domin- 
ion would In times of danger form a 
most valuable adjunct to an armored 
cruiser squadron suddenly despatched 
from home waters or China to the 
east or west coasts of the Dominion 
respectively, besides protecting the 
coasts and shipping from single cruiser 
raids. 

In times of peace they would serve 
as training squadrons for an Increas- 
ing navy and In the case of the west- 
ern force could carry out tho Behrlnp 
Sea patrol In its season and police the 
west coasts of Central and South Am- 
erica In the interests of the shipping 
of the Empire setting free the email 
Imperial force- at ipresent employed on 
that work. ■',.-! 

The airships should bo commanded 
by officers trained In the Dominion, 
whore Important experiments are al- 
ready being carried out, and would be 
usefully manned i by sealers or others 
well versed in local winds and cur- 
rents and sea lore.

Opposition Criticism of Propo- 
sal-— Question As To Que- . 
bee Bridge , 



Ottawa, April 28.— Today's short ses- 
sion of the House was devoted to a 
idlscusslon of the ten million dollar 
loan to the Grand Trunk Pacific rail- 
way. 

It was evident from what Mr. Bor- 
den stated that when the bill goes into 
committee the opposition will have a 
number 6f amendments to offer. In 
his speech todav Mr. Borden drew at- 
tention to the lack of security to be 
given for the loan. He thought that 
If the country Is to finance tho road, 
it should receive ten million dollars of 
tho preferred stock as security. Ho 
also paid considerable attention to tho 
Quebec- Moncton section, pointing out 
that this portion would be ready next 
year, while the Quebec bridge would 
not be ready for the next five years 
or so. He wanted to know what prep- 
arations the government had made for 
operating this section pending the 
construction of the bridge. 

To this Mr. Graham could glvo no 
definite reply. The government was 
considering a ferry service across tho 
river, which brought from Mr. Borden 
the question as to what method of 
conveyance would be used In winter. 

Mr. Graham stated that It was hoped 
that this would be all the assistance 
required by the company. 

Mr. Monk expressed the opinion that 
tho national Transcontinental would 
never be a grain-carrying road. The 
loan did not commend itself to Mr. 
Monk on account of tho circumstances 
surrounding It. Some better security 
should be given than faith In the fu- 
ture of the roud. He thought the 
Georgian Bay canal would have been 
a bettor investment for the money in- 
stead of spending it on a white ele- 
phant of a railway. Mr. Nantel moved 
the adjournment of the debate. 

Mr. Fielding stated that the Payne 
tariff bill was still in such a prelimi- 
nary condition that tho government 
had not yet formulated any policy in 
regard thereto. 

In the Senate, Sir Richard Cart- 
wright was asked if Sir Frederick 
Borden had had any correspondence In 
regard to the admission of Newfound- 
land into the Canadian confederation. 
He replied that there was no official 
correspondence. 

The divorce committee reported In 
favor of a divorce being granted to 
A. W. M. Campbell, of Suskatoon, from 
Sarah Campbell. Senator Ross, of 
Halifax, gave notice of a motion de- 
claring against the present system of 
divorce by Parliament, and proposing 
that it should be by a judge of tho 
supremo court.

SHOWS DEFICIT 



Chancellor Lloyd-George Has 
Unpleasant Announcement - 
To Make 



REVENUE IS SHORT 

BY LARGE AMOUNT 



Increase In Expenditure Mostly 
Due to Old Age Pensions 
And Navy 



London, April 28. — David Lloyd- 
Gebrge, the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, tonight issued an explanatory 
memorandum of . the revenue and ex- 
penditure for the year. Ha estimates 
the revenue in 1909-10 at 5 -'41,950,000, 
and the expenditure at $s,.-J,760,000, 
showing a deficit of $78,810,000. 

The budget will be presented In tho 
House of Commons tomorrow. It is 
pointed out that the increased expen- 
diture is due mainly to old age pen- 
sions and appropriations for the navy. 

Dealing with tho past year's fin- 
ances, the Chancellor says that nearly 
all branches of trade and industry suf- 
fered serious depression, the foreign 
;rade returns showing diminution in 
value to the amount of nearly $570,- 
000,000 as compared with 190-7. 

The chancellor adds that It is im- 
possible to prophesy any immediate 
rapid recovery, but he Is of the opin- 
ion that there are some indications 
that foreign trade is beginning to im- 
prove. The revenue for 1908 fell short 
of the budget estlmato by $7,510,000. 

The national debt now amounts to 
$3.770,60G,r>45. 

The statement, the issuance of which 
Is an innovation by the chancellor to 
savo time in the presentation of. his 
budget and assist the members of the 
House, showed a continued decline in 
the consumption of beer and spirits, 
this decline being more marked than in 
previous years. In a decade the con- 
sumption of, beer per head of tho wholo 
population has declined from 32.29 to 
2b'.47 gallons, and spirits from 1.18 
to .87.

Arguments Advanced By Sena- 
tor Simmons, of North 
Carolina 



Weston at St. Louis. 
Sr. Louis, April 28. — 'Edward Payson 
Weston, with 1,561 miles of his New 
York to /San Francisco walk behind 
him, strode into tho Missouri Athletic 
club today, nine hours after he had left 
Alton, 111., about thirty imllos distant. 



Washington, April 28. — An exhaus- 
tive treatment of tho lumber schedule 
of tho tariff bill by Mr. Simmons, of 
North Carolina, was tho feature of tho 
session of the senate today. Mr. Sim- 
mons spoko for three and a half hours 
In support of. the retention of the 
present tariff, which he maintained 
was but a revenue rate. Mr. Simmons 
says that lumber and its products 
constituted the principal industry of 
twelve states, affecting more than' a 
thousand cities, which were largelj 
depondent upon it. He opposed the 
proposed reduction of the duty on 
lumber principally, he said, because 
labor constituted a larger element in 
the cost of producing lumber than any 
other manufactured product, and fur- 
ther that lumber was a competitor of 
the articles which added to the cost 
of lt3 production; 



"I submit," he said, "that there can 
be no more cruel repression of tho in- 
dustry than by law adding thirty per 
cent to the coBt of its production anO 
then fcrcirTg it into competition, on 
the oho hand with tho foreign product, 
which, on account of the difference in 
labor cost, 3tumpage cost and the cost 
of transportation, can be produced at 
30 per cent less, and on tho other hand 
forcing a competition with a product 
of our own country, the price of which 
has been enhanced 30 per cent by the 
protective tariff." 

The present crusade against a dutj* 
on lumber, Mr. Simmons charged, had 
been Instigated by the speculators 
having interests in Canada. He main- 
tained that there was no lumber trust. 
The only beneficiaries of reduced or 
free lumber, he declared, would be 
great rich manufacturers located along 
the great lakes. 

At the closo uf Mr, Simmons' argu- 
ment the senate went -into executive 
session. _ 



MR. DAW SON W ELCOMED 

Many Members of Canadian Club At 
Vancouver Attend Luncheon In 
His Honor 



Vancouver, April 28. — A welcome as 
sincere as that of any of the other 
Canadian clubs who have been glad to 
entertain A. J. Dawson, editor of tho 
Standard of Empire, was offered to 
the distinguished writer at the Van- 
couver Canadian Club luncheon this 
afternoon. There was a big attend- 
ance of members anxious to listen to 
this missionary of empire, who grasps 
Imperial conditions with imperial 
strength, and whoso outlook is only 
bounded by that of tho remotest 
ranges of British dominion. His news- 
paper was described by the chairman 
as one of the most powerful forces 
making for the unification of the Em- 
pire. It was not filled with stories of 
murder and sudden 'deaths, but with 
reports of commercial and Imperial 
progress in all parts of the Empire, 
and with a faithful portrayal of poli- 
tical conditions. 

Seeding on Prairies. 

Winnipeg, April 28.— The Canadian 
Pacific railway report today says near- 
ly every point along the entire sys- 
tem reports seeding begun and a llttlo 
done, and that it will be general with- 
in a few days. The amount of wheat 
sown varies from five to twenty-five 
per cent of the whole area. 



FOR LENIENCY 



Montreal Alderman Was Sup- 
ported by Liquor Men Who 
Transgressed 



Montreal, April 28.— As a result of 
the first day's evidence given before 
the royal commission, it has been es- 
tablished that Aid. Proulx's election 
funu benefitted to a considerable ex- 
tent through contributions from liquor 
dealers who had charges made against 
them of violating the law dismissed 
on payment of the costs on the order 
of Chief of Police Campeati. 

Aid. Proulx is chairman of the 
police committee, and while it has not 
yet been established, it is supposed 
that the chief acted upon the instruc 
tlons of the chairman in allowing the 
guilty liquor men to escape the rigors 
of the law upon payment of a few 
dollars costs In each case. 

At the morning session, T. A. Gau 
thler, the chief clerk of the recorder's 
court, testified that lie had been com- 
pelled to net as soliciting agent in bo- 
half of Aid. Proulx's campaign fund, 
that his efforts had been confined to 
securing money from the men who had 
been thus obliged, and had been quite 
successful, all those called upon hav 
Ing subscribed, the only refusal com 
ing from a man who had not been per 
sonally called on. 

At the afternoon session some of the 
subscribers admitted that they had 
put up, and that they had done it be- 
cause they had been °o well treated 
when they got into trouble. i 

One man, P. J. Kavunaugh, was so 
thankful that ho expended between 
eight and nine hundred .dollars and 
killed his horse on election day work- 
ing for Aid. Proulx. Tho examination 
of the witnesses on this line of the in- 
vestigation had not been concluded 
when the commission rose for the day. 
and it is expected that other aldermen 
will be brought into the thing before 
it is concluded. 

MISS W HITE MARRIED 

Daughter of American Ambassador At 
Paris Weds Prussian Officer — Re- 
ligious Ceremony Today 

Paris, April 2S.— Dressed In a simple 
gown of blue voile, and wearing a 
large black hat, Miss Muriel White, 
daughter of the American ambassador 
to France, was married in the malrie 
of the eighth arromlissemcnt of Paris 
nt noon today to Count Hermann 
Schrrthoss, an officer of the Royal 
Prussian Cuirassiers. 

The simple civil ceremony was per- 
formed in person by Roger Allen, the 
mayor. Only a few of tho Immediate 
members of the families of bride and 
groom were -present. 

The marriage register showed tho 
■age of the groom to be 30 and that of 
the bride 29 years. The religious mar- 
riage ceremony will take place in St. 
Joseph's church tomorrow. Mr. White 
will not be present on account of the 
notion of the Catholic church in for- 
bidding a Protestant servico In con- 
nection with the marriage.. The bride 
will be given away by her brother. 



Erie Bond Issue. 

New York, April 28. — The directors 
of the Erie Railroad company form- 
ally accepted the conditions of tho 
public service commission regarding 
tho proposed $30,000,000 bond issue of 
the company. Tho order stipulates 
that 75 per cent of the Erie's bond- 
holders must assent to tho. company's 
financial plan. 




Constantinople Breathes More 
Freely Since Deposition of 
■ Abdul 



LESS CEREMONY 

WITH NEW SULTAN 



Old Ruler Will Not Be, Placed 
,0n Trial On Charges Laid^ 
Against Him 



Constantinople, April 28.— The for- 
mer ruler of the Empire, Abdul Hamid, 
is to be kept- a prisoner In a large 
house with walled grounds on tne 
height overlying Salonika, which has 
lately been occupied by the Italian 
commander of tho international gend- 
armerie. He Is not to be put on trial, 
as has been widely reported in Con- 
stantinople, for he is considered to bo 
above tho law. It was considered 
wise to keep the deposed Sultan in 
Turopean Turkey remote from . tho 
capital. His household will be admin- 
istered for him upon a generous scale, 
and his life will be safeguarded, as ho 
earnestly besought when notified o£. 
his dethronement. 

Abdul Humid, with four wives, fivo 
daughters and .two of his younger 
sons, two eunuchs and a comparatively 
large number of female servants, was 
taken from the Ylldlz palace last night 
and started. under an escort to Salon- 
ika. The party proceeded by steam 
launches to the landing at the rail- 
road, and a special train on which 
they were placed left at 3 o'clock In 
the morning. 

The constitutionalists would like no- 
get back part of the great sums of 
money which the former Sultan is sup- 
posed to have abroad, not only be- 
cause the government is in need of 
the money, but because it is desirable 
that ho Bhould be deprived of the 
sources of another coup d'etat. Specu- 
lation places Abdul Harcld's wealth 
at anything between $2 50,000,000 and 
$300,000,000. 

It was mentioned- with pleasure to- 
day at the palace of Mehemmed V., 
that the United States ambassador 
was the first of the foreign represen- 
tatives to communicate his good 
wishes to the newly proclaimed Sul- 
tan. The Sultan sent his compliments 
and thanks to Mr. Leishmann, - ox- 
pressing pleasure that the representa- 
tive of the United States was the first 
to congratulate him. 

General Rejoicing 

The city is illuminated tonight, and 
general rejoicing continues. Although 
this was u holy war, courtmartlals 
were held and several of the principals 
in the mutiny of the troops were con- 
demned to death. Later they were 
taken outside the walls of the city and. 
shot. 

Prince Habah Eddin, the nephew of 
the Sultan, who was arrested on sus- 
picion of being implicated in the ris- 
ing, has been liberated, and his re- 
lease has caused a good impression. 

The streets of the capital are filled 
with Macedonian volunteers. They 
are being feted by tho citizens at tho 
coffee houses and restaurants, which 
are all full to overflowing. A brisk 
business is being done in the sale o£ 
pictures of the Sultan and miniature 
Hags inscribed with "liberty, fratern- 
ity, equality and justice," Hedjas and 
Softas, who have not been seen In re- 
cent days, are now reappearing in the 
public places, and conditions are as- 
suming a normal aspect. 

Soldiers on Trial 

The huge square Inside the railings 
of the war office presented an unusual 
scene this afternoon. Thousands on 
soldiers of the late garrison were seat- 
ed, cross-legged in companies in a 
great semi-circle, while officers mado 
the rounds and picked out those sus- 
pected of active complicity in the 
mutiny. The men were, however, 
cheerful. They appeared to bear their 
disgrace lightly. 

The illuminations tonight are ex-t 
tensive, all the embassies and loga-i 
tions being hung with lights and de- 
corations. 

Mahmoud Schefket Pasha, com- 
manding the forces, in an Interview to- 
day Intimated his intention to purify 
the capital of all subversive elements, 
and to establish a salutary example- 
to the army. He said that ho would 
have no half measures, but would 
thoroughly clear up the situation. For 
this purpose tho state of siege would 
be prolonged for probably a month, 
although It would be relaxed some- 
what in the European quarter very 
soon. ... 

Referring to the deportation of Ab- 
dul Hamid,' General Schefket express- 
ed the opinion that this measure was 
absolutely necessary in the interest 
of future peace in the empire. Allud- 
ing to the report that the Albanians 
might attempt to rescue the former 
Sultan, the General said he was con- 
vinced that tho Albanians would re- 
main quiet. Upon the completion of 
his mission, he concluded, he would 
return to Salonika. 

Mehemmed V. is attending to his 
court duties, receiving various officials 
at the Dolmbagtsho palace, where ha 
has taken up his quarters In a plain 
and unceremonious mannor. Access 
to the palace is easy, and the Sultan s 
conversation is familiar, the whole be- 
ing in striking ■ ntrast to fho con- 
ditions that prevailed at the luaiz. 
The absence of troops at the jmlneo 
Is marked, and only a fciv policemen 
aro on duty at the entrance 

Most of the volunteers will leave for 
their homes tomorrow^after being en- 
tertained at a farewell banquet outside 
tho city walls.

The enterprise of the inhabitants of 
Alberni has led to a movement, having 
for its object the advertising of the 
resources of the district, which, as far 
as Is known la not duplicated by vol- 
untary effort in any other part of 
British Columbia.

The Alberni board of trade is 
fathering thd scheme. 

The best products of the district 
only will be shown, and efforts are 
now being made to secure samples 
from different points along the West 
(.'oast. The mineral, forest and agri- 
cultural wealth of the western portion 
of the island will be displayed, the 
primary object of the museum "being to 
act as a standing memento of the nat- 
ural wealth In which the islund 
abounds. It is also hoped that it will 
serve tho useful purpose of Inducing 
visitors, who make their tvay to Al- 
berni, to settle down In the neighbor- 
hood. This summer, fruit exhibits 
will be gathered and added to tho col- 
lection being placed In regular muse- 
um Jars. 

The- residents of Alberni have taken 
up tho scheme with enthusiasm, and 
It Is an active demonstration of their 
belief in tho future of the district. It 
will act as a continuous bureau of 
information, and all people who are 
anxious to learn particulars of the 
West Coast of the island can do so by 
communicating with R. Bland of Al- 
berni, who has charge of the museum.

The whole Is the size of a healthy 
apple of ti e prize winning variety, anil 
doubtless will take away the breatli 
and arouse the longings of countless 
thousands at the big fair tills year. In 
actual intrinsic vnlue the bauble will 
probably go as strong ns $1.29. 

In the meantime it reposes securely 
j in the safe secluded from the eyes of 
any but the favored few who have 
been allowed to cast their optics upon 
it, admire It and then feel disappoint- 
ed because, like so many things of 
this life, it Is not as it seems. 

The "nugget" recalls a raid made 
some years ago upon a caso In the 
provincial museum from which sev- 
eral replicas of famous finds in this 
country were stolen one night by an 
enterprising . thief, who evidently 
thought he bad fallen on easy money, 
when he grabbed half a dozen largo 
sized lumps of supposedly precious 
I metal and made away with them. His-

LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 



Tho University" Site. 

Si r _rr r om tlmo ' to time during the 
past few months letters have appended 
in British Columbian newspapers which 
have discussed tho relative merits of 
an urban and a rural site for the uni- 
versity which British Columbia is to 
build for Itself In tho near future. The 
proa and cons of the question hrtvo 
been carefully discussed in those article; 
and it seems as though tho advantages 
of a rural site greatly outweigh those 
of on urban one. 

The following letter, which lias just 
been written by His Excellency, tho 
Honorable James Bryce, the British am- 
bassador at Washington, is doubly In- 
teresting since it entirely rnneurs with 
that opinion. 

"Any reply to the question which you 
put tit m<! regarding the most desirable 
site, whether in a large city or In a 
rural area. In which to place a univer- 
sity, must be made subject to the re- 
mark that the professional schools of a 
university, such as those of clinical 
medicine, law and engineering, are gen- 
erally better placed In, or close to, a 
fjreat city. With a school of agricul- 
ture It Is otherwise: it ought to have 
its experimental farm, and be placed in 
the country. 

"Apart from the question of such 
schools, the balance of advantage seems 
to mo to He with a site in tho country, 
but within easy roach — say about an 
hour's railway ride, or perhaps less — 
of a considerable city. The conditions 
for health are generally better in the 
country, whore there is more fresh air 
and more space for recreation grounds 
as well as for the erection of buildings 
with plenty of room around them. It 
Is well for^ the students to have the 
opportunity of getting to. enjoy Na-. 
ture, and -well also for them not to 
have their minds too much distracted 
from their ' Btudinp by the amusements 
which a great city offers, The pro- 
fessors can, as a rule, live In a morn 
simple and Inexpensive way when they 
are not expected, or tempted, to emu- 
late the costly habits of n lnrgc city. 
It is, of course, a benefit, to the youth 
of a city , to have a university In it; 
hut the benefit is almost equally well 
secured when It is within easy reach 
of the city. If possible, that city 
ought to bo tho capital of tho province, 
for there are advantages !n having tho 
seat of learning not far from the seat 
of. government.

IS WELCOMED

which yesterday conveyed, the fetva to 
tho Ytldlz palace, tells a graphic story 
of tho dramatic scene which closed 
six centuries of dominion of the bound- 
less power of the Padishahs. When 
tlie deputation arrived at the palace 
tlie scons was one of utter desolation. 
The investing army had cut off tho 
water, gas and electric supply, and 
had stopped the Ingress of food, so 
that all the palace olliclals were al- 
ready suffering from hunger and panic. 
While waiting to he Introduced to tho 
Splttan the members Of the deputa- 
tatin carefully examined their hols- 
ters and pistols, and according to Car- 
assa, had Abdul Hamid Shown an arm- 
ed hand, he would have been shot on 
the spot. 

After much dulay tho unwelcomo 
visitors, surrounded by twenty black 
eunuchs were ushered Into the Sul- 
tan's apartments, where the Sultan's 
son, Prince Adur Ralhlm, stood. Pres- 
ently the Sultan entered, in a bewild- 
ered manner. He wan dressed some- 
what negligently, as though his clothes 
had been hastily donned, in civilian 
attire. His arms hung at his sides 
and his hands tremble!. After a silent 
salute Essa'a Pasha pronounced in 
slow tones the decree of deposition, at 
which the Sultan shuddered. 

There was a painful silence, followed 
by an equally painful soliloquy lasting 
a quarter of an hour. Abdul Hamid 
appealed for his life and for the lives 
of his family. He protested his de- 
votion to tlie people and his Innocence 
In recent events. The youthful prince 
burst into tears and after vain efforts 
to restrain his feelings, retired behind 
a screen, where he broke into bitter 
sobs. For a moment tears trembled 
In tho Sultan's eyes, then he suppli- 
cated the soldiers In attendance to 
swear that they would not 'take his 
life. Then tho deputation brought tlie 
interview to a close and Abdul Hamid 
humbly saluted them, as they departed, 
i Enver Bey, the. Ypung r Turks' leader, 
in- another, interview; .declares that tho 
conviction is forced '..upon him that 
Abdul Hamid -was responsible for the 
recent mutiny. He thinks that all 
danger of a rising in Anatolia in sup- 
port of the ex-Sultan, has now van- 
ished, and llko General Schefket, 
wishes to banish the idea that the army 
of occupation is the army of the Com- 
mittee of Union and Progress. He 
snvs that the committee and army are 
united only in the sense that each 
has In view the same goal, namely, tho 
welfare of the iJ'ieoplb and tlie country. 
In Asiatic' Turkey 

Constantinople, April 28. — News has 
been received from Treblzond, Jersua- 
lem and Smyrna, where the change in 
tho sultanate was greeted with re- 
joicings. Numberless flags were rals? 
ed aloft in each city as a sign of sat- 
isfaction. It Is anticipated that all the 
provinces will welcome tlie change in 
like manner. A holiday was declared 
to celebrate the accession of Mehom- 
med V. The bourse, the banks and all 
the public otilces are closed. Half of 
the people, of the city are wearing 
badges of red and will to, the colors of 
liberty pinned on their coats with a 
six-pointed star, 

Official Recognition 

Washington, April tlS.—Mehemmed 
V., the new sultan of Turkey, was to- 
day Officially recognized as the reign- 
ing ruler of that Empire by the Wash- 
ington government. This action fol- 
lowed tho communication of the fact 
of the accession to the throne of the 
new sultan to the state department by 
H, Klazim Bey, the Turkish ambassa- 
dor, and similar information from 
United States Ambassador Lelshmann 
at Constantinople. A despatch ac- 
cording recognition, signed by Presi- 
dent? Taft, was forwarded to Constan- 
tinople for presentation by the ambas- 
sador there. 

President. Taft extended by tele- 
gram his congratulations to His Im- 
perial Majesty in tlie following words: 
"I oiler to your Imperial Majesty my 
congratulations on your accession to 
tlie throne with such universal ac- 
claim, voiced by the people's repre- 
sentatives, and at a time so propitious 
to the highest aspirations of the great 
nation over which you rule as the au- 
gust head of a constitutional govern- 
ment. I assure yen of the friendship 
of the government and of the people 
of the United States, who so earnest- 
ly wish for your majesty's happiness, 
and for that of the people within tho 
dominions, and 1 add my own wishes 
for your majesty's health and wel- 
fare." 

A favorable impression has been 
created in Washington by the remarks 
attributed to tho sultan in his public 
utterances, and tlie confident hope was 
expressed that Turkey ia about to en- 
ter upon a new ora of successful con- 
stitutional government. 

This was tho view of IT. Klazim Bey, 
In Ills talk with the .state department 
officials today. He was also very op- 
timistic, touching the troubles which 
beset Turkey in tho provinces, whore 
the fanaticism of tlie Mohammedans 
had resulted In such dreadful slaugh- 
ter, ascribing these conditions as rath- 
er having llctitlous basis, with a rath- 
er -Weak following among the people 
as a class. 

From the American standpoint, tho 
permanent improvement in tho condi- 
tions In Asia Minor and other portions 
of Turkey, where massacres of Ar- 
menians occur, is the most important 
duty that confronts' the new govern- 
ment. It is In dealing with this ques- 
tion that tho capacity of tlie Young 
'Turks' party will be put to a sevcro 
test. 

Meantime, to meet the situation in 
Asia Minor, the state department Is 
acting so as to put to the best use tho 
American vessels now gradually ap-

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ADMIRAL FLEET'S LETTER. 

The Colonist 1b very much gratified 
;it being able to present to lu readers 
this morning si letter from Rear-Ad- 
miral Fleet, in which he makes sug- 
gestions in regard to Canadian partici- 
pation in the naval defence of the Em- 
pire. The Admiral's long experience 
entitles him to speak on tills subject 
with a very great deal of authority. 
In a note accompanying the letter, ho 
says "In the event of a war with Ger- 
many it would be easy for a German 
cruiser to hide in the vast Pacific, 
meeting a colllor at 3tate.d or arranged 
times at one of the many mld-Pacltlc 
Islands, and raid and play havoc with 
the unprotected ports in British Colum- 
bia, together with the shipping." We 
thank Admiral Fleet for his communi- 
cation, which we know will be greatly 
appreciated by the people of this prov- 
ince, and will, we hope not be without 
influence upon the Dominion govern- 
ment. 



CAPT. MAHAN'S VIEWS. 

Captain A. T. Mahan, U.S.N'., is look- 
ed upon as an authority on naval 
matters. Ills book, "Sea Power in 
History," directed the attention of the 
world to the great value of navies 
far more than anything else that has 
been printed in recent years. "What- 
ever he may have to say upon sea 
power is always read with interest, 
and hence his paper in the last Issue 
Of Collier's calls for attention. Capt. 
Mahan Is much impressed with the 
great increase in the ability of Ger- 
many to build ships of the Dread- 
nought class. He quotes the First 
Lord of the Admiralty as saying that 
German shipbuilding firms "can sup- 
ply all the component parts 'of eight 
battleships In a single year" and adds: 
"The same power of production has 
been provided for guns, gun-mountings 
and armament in general. "Without 
further elaboration of detail, Germany, 
granting the mechanics and the money, 
can build now as many and as fast 
as Great Britnin herself." The exist- 
ence of great facilities for the pro- 
duction of the parts of battleships en- 
ables Germany to be ready to push 
construction upon ships when oncu 
they have been officially ordered, for 
the government of that country, un- 
like the British government, has the 
constitutional right of anticipating sup- 
ply. Hence, while legislative sanction 
may be given only for a certain num- 
ber of Ships, the government may have 
prepared the essential parts for oth- 
ers. This Is a line of action that Capt. 
Mahan points out Is not possible either 
for the United Kingdom or the United 
States. 

After perusing what Capt. Mahan 
says on this point it Is reassuring: to 
'have him tell us that "the situation, 
though embarrassing to Great Britain, 
is less immediately menacing than pes- 
simists assert"; nevertheless he thinks 
ir Germany has the will and can find 
the money Great Britain will not be 
able to maintain the two-power stand- 
ard. He thinks that the people of the 
United States are more concerned in 
the naval situation than they are dis- 
posed as a rule to believe. We quote: 

I fear that the people of the United 
States are less concerned than their 
Interests should prompt them to he by 
ihls menace to another English- 
speaking community, in the welfare of 
which we have a great stake; but I 
trust that self-interest may arouse 
them to the fact that a portentous In- 
ternational fact, and factor— that is, 
maker of further facts — has come rap- 
idly into existence, as well as been 
suddenly revealed. Granting that Great 
Britain still has a day of grace, in 
which, by strenuous effort, she can yet 
assure her nava! supremacy, Germany 
can now put afloat a fleet without any 
other equal than that of her neigh- 
bor. 

The suddenness of nil this recalls 
other historic instances. Austria, in 
J SOU, and France, in 1870, had awaken- 
ings similar to that which Great Bri- 
tain lias Just undergone; only theirB 
■was in the clash of arms, with the 
realized result of dire disaster, Many 
of us still survive who remember the 
unexpected wonders of the needle gun. 
The first Napoleon, after Jena and 
Tilsit, exacted a limit to the numbers 
of the Prussian army; ho failed, how- 
ever, to note that that army wns be- 
ing changed In composition year by 
year, so that by relays of training a 
nation of soldiers wns created imper- 
ceptibly but swiftly. Ho met his sur- 
prises In tlie battlefields, following 
1S12, ending with Waterloo, 

Captain Mahan very thinly veils his 
belief that there Is danger to tho 
United States in the growing power of 
Germany, and says very plainly that 
the European country will shortly bo 
"In a- position to set at defiance tho 
Monroe Doctrine. He has no fears of 
any difficulty with Great Britain, but 
he anticipates possible complications 
with any other power strong enough to 
defy the United States navy. Control 
of the Panama Canal would, be says, 
be a mockery If the Unit'cijy States 



were confronted with a superior navy. 
We quote further; 

Fow persons realize what ' the ap- 
pearance of such a navy as that which 
Germany is building means In Inter- 
national affairs. The question, in- 
deed, is not what she intends; llko 
other governments, she may to some 
extent live from hund to mouth, 
though probably not so much so as 
others. Tho question is: What will 
she be able to do with such a fo>-ce? 
That Is her meaning; the expediency 
of an unknown future, as yet contin- 
gent and impossible to foresee. But 
though contingencies are beyond our 
Icefl, u la perfectly knowablc, and abso- 
lutely sure, that, should they be un- 
favorable, she, with a decisively su- 
perior navy, will have the whip hand. 
To cite instances, to illustrate in der 
tail how navies built for one purpose 
have Insensibly been led to assert de- 
cisive effoct In very different quar- 
ters, passes the limits of this writing. 
Thus it wus, without malice prepense 
that the navy of Cromwell, built for the 
narrow seas, was drawn, almost des- 
pite himself, to the Mediterranean; 
and thero In his strong hands, followed 
by William III. and Marlborough, 
chnngnd the face of Europe and shaped 
therefrom the destinies of America. Is 
there any thoughtful man who does 
not see that the great International 
questions of this present day are 
shaping far outside of the narrow seas, 
although It is quite possible that they 
may be decided there? Europe is full 
— and overflows. 



APPEAL TO THE EVE 

The fruit season is not far away, 
and it is timely to point out to fruit 
growers the importance of appealing 
to the eyes of prospective customers. 
Take the article of cherries for ex- 
ample. In the early summer we see 
cherries from California exposed for 
sale In the stores. They look exceed- 
ingly attractive, but they do not taste 
nearly as well as local cherries that 
come in later. They impress possible 
purchasers on sight. Let fruit grow- 
ers never forget that it is the eye that 
passes judgment first upon any article 
offered for sale, and especially when It 
Is something that is to be eaten. That 
is why one always enjoys a dinner 
when eaten from a neatly set table 
much more than a better dinner served 
on a messy looking table. Appeal to 
your customers through their eyes. 
There are certain strawberries that 
are no better than other berries sold 
In Victoria, but they sell more read- 
ily because the boxes look a little 
daintier. A well packed box of ap- 
ples or pears will sell much more 
quickly than a poorly packed box, 
even though the fruit in the latter is 
Just as good as that in the former. 
Now and then we hear complaints 
from fruit-growers who say there Is 
no sale for what they raise, but in- 
quiry almost always shows that the 
fruit was marketed in a careless way. 

The market In the Prairie Provinces 
for British Columbia fruit ie wortli 
cultivating. There Is competition 
from the United States, and St Is not 
very easy to prevent it. The only 
thing for our fruit growers to do is to 
put up their fruit in a manner that 
will stand the closest examination, and 
will make its first appeal to the eye 
of the . purchaser. Needless to eay 
that the promise of the top of the box 
or basket, as the case may be, ought 
to be borne out by the rest of the con- 
tents. That is only common honesty, 
and In no department of business is it 
more true than In selling fruit that 
honesty Is the best policy. Wo are not 
now speaking of that side of the case; 
we are only attempting to ImpresB 
upon people, who market fruit, that 
the first thing for them to do, after 
they have secured the quality, Is to 
put it up In an attractive way. 

LIBERAL VIEWS 

The speech of the Libera! deputy- 
leader at the meeting of the Victoria 
association of that party iu of passing 
interest as far as It relates to matters 
political. Mr. John Oliver is the gen- 
tleman referred to, and he told the 
meeting that the reason why the prov- 
ince is in good financiul condition Is 
not because the ministers nro wise, 
but because they are lucky. It is a 
very good thing to be lucky. If there 
is such a thing as luck, it ought to be 
better than any wisdom. We really 
do not believe Mr. McBrlde and ills 
colleagues would feel very badly about 
it. If the worthy member for Delta 
could succeed in convincing the electo- 
rate that they arc a lucky lot. Mr. 
Oliver claims credit for the Opposi- 
tion for suggesting that the tenure of 
timber licenses should be perpetual, 
and says that they proposed it a year 
ago. He complains that tho govern- 
ment have not yet carried the idea 
into effect. Now, without discussing 
who was the first to propose perpotva! 
tenure, we may , say that it is one 
thing to make such a proposal and an- 
other to devise equitable plans for 
carrying it out In practice. The gov- 
ernment is taking tlmo to porfect a 
plan, and in the meanwhile no inter- 
est is suffering. If any were, though 
It would be unfortunate, it would af- 
ford no reason fur precipitation in de- 
termining upon a plan, which, onco 
formed, cannot bo alterod for a very 
long time to come. 

Mr. Oliver complained that agricul- 
tural land has been locked up so that 
actual settlers cannot get it. Just to 
what extent this is true is an open 
question. Doubtless most of the land 
granted under South African scrip was 
'taken up by speculators, or, if not 
most of it, a great deal of. it. Doubt- 
less nlso some considerable areas have 
been purchased under the regular pro- 
visions of the Lund Act; but wo are 
not as sure as some people, seem to he 
that such purchases are altogether ob- 
jectionable. Tho legislature has put a 
price upon the Crown Lands, and if 
people see lit to buy them at that price 
and are able to turn them over uf a 
satisfactory profit, we do not see why 
any objection should be raised .on .the 
general principle.' The government has 
placed a reserve upon a graat deal of 
land, and, speaking for ourselves, wo 



have sometimes thought that the poli- 
cy of putting on reservations was 
pushed quit<- as far as could bo 
justified. It is easy to talk about "the 
God-given right of access" to the va- 
cant lands of the country, but experi- 
ence In most parts of tills Continent is 
to the effect that in the long run the 
'sale of lands to people who are de- 
nounced as "speculators" has not been 
an unmixed evil, especially where it 
has been held in bodies of sufficient 
size to warrant and, indeed, compel 
the adoption of ft policy of colonization 
by the owners. But, be this as it may, 
the Land Act has boon on the statute 
book for many years and we have 
never heard of any party in the Legis- 
lature seeking to abolish the sale of 
land for. cash. 

Mr. Oliver claims to be a man of 
truth, and yet he told the meeting 
that Mr. McBrlde'a attitude is respon- 
sible for the failure of negotiations for 
the settlement of the Songhces Re- 
serve. We can hardly suppose that 
Mr. Oliver Is as ignorant of the facts 
as he would be, If he made such a 
statement believing It to be. true. He 
knows, or, If lie does not know It, he 
has no excuse for his Ignorance, that 
the question raised by tho provincial 
government In regard to the reversion- 
ary right to Reserves has no bearing 
on the settlement of the Songhees 
question. He knows, or, at least ho 
ought to know, that the only reason 
given for the failure of tho Dominion 
government to settle this question Is 
the alleged lack of legislative author- 
ity. Mr. Templeman, when he last ad- 
dressed tho Council of the Board of 
Trade In this city, stated this most 
explicitly, and said that he hoped the 
necessary legislation would be passed 
during the present session. Every one, 
who knows tho ABC of this question 
knows that the provincial government 
Is ready on request to sanction any 
settlement of the case, satisfactory to 
the people of Victoria, so far as re- 
lates to any reversionary right Which 
the province may have in the land. 

Mr. Oliver told his hearers that if 
the Liberals were defeated at the next 
election It would be their own fault, 
because the new election law gave 
them every protection. Mr. Oliver 
might be understood by some as inti- 
mating that his party had been de- 
feated at previous elections because of 
crooked lists, but we do not believe 
he would care to make such a state- 
ment. On the whole, Mr. Oliver's 
best friends can hardly claim, If we 
may judge from what may be assumed 
to be a seml-ofllcial report of his ob- 
servations, that he was able to make 
out very much of a case for the party 
of which he is so distinguished an 
ornament.

As yet no one seems to regret the 
deposition of the Sultan, and as he 
says he does not complain, It is not 
very clear why there should be any 
fear of revolution. That Abdui Hamid 
can ever again occupy the throne Is 
out of the question. 

Mr. Clifford Slfton suggests that un- 
less care i« taken to save seed the 
celebrated Manitoba ' hard wheat may 
disappear, He lays great stress upon 
the necessity of using only the best 
kind of seed, and says that the loss to 
Canada from the use of defective seeds

In many 
of the States of the Union railway 
companies are formed by filing their 
papers with the proper officers, and 
legislation is necessary. The plan 
hus some things to recommend it; but 
it is not likely to be adopted by Par- 
liament this year. 



We do not exactly understand why 
there should be anything mysterious 
or sensational about correspondence 
between a member of the Dominion 
government and any one else looking 
the entry of Newfoundland into 
confederation with Canada. Indeed to 
our way of thinking, the extraordin- 
ary thing Is that some members of our 
government have not exhibited a great 
deal of activity in that direction.

Possibly they may 
serve to promote a very desirable con- 
summation.

Abdul Hamid ls Sent For Safety 
. To Stronghold of Young' 
Turks' Party

Constantinople, April 2S — Abdul, Ha- 
mld, the deposed Sultan of Turqey, left 
the capital last night for Salonika. He 
is accompanied by eleven women of his 
harem. He was conveyed quietly dn- 
'dcr cover of tho darkness from the 
Imperial Palace at Yildlz to the rail- 
road station in Stamboul. Shortly, 
after ho was installed on board the 
train pulled out for the werat. , 
Russia is Apprised. 

St. Petersburg, April 23. — An official 
despatch from Constantinople an- 
nouncing the deposition of Abdul Ha- 
mid II, and the accession to tho throne 
of Mchemmed V, was received at the 
Turkish embassy at midnight last 
night and was at once communicated 
to Foreign Minister Iswolsky, who in 
turn forwarded the message .to Em- 
peror Nicholas by special messenger 
early this morning. 

It is understood that Russia's recog- 
nition of tho now regime in Turkey 
will be made without delav, although 
no oillcial steps in this direction vet 
have been taken. Tho Turkish em- 
bassy has been bellagged since early 
this morning. The Turkish embassy 
denies the report of the reactionary 
disorders at Frzeroum. According to 
its advices, tho. situation in Asia 
Minor is Improving. 

The Charges Against Abdul 

Constantinople.. April 2S.- The Fet- 
wa, or olilcial decision of the Slilek- 
ul-Islam authorizing the deposition of 
Abdul Humid has been made public. 
It embraces the questions put by the 
Parliament - to the Shiek-ul-lHlam 
and Ills answer thereto. Tile text fol- 
lows: , t ,' ' ' • j , '•; .' ,. 

"What becomes of an Imam (tho 
title of the Sultan of Turkey as head 
of the orthodox faith) who has de- 
stroyed certain holy writings; who has 
seined property in contravention to 
the Sheri law, who has committed 
cruelties In ordering the assassination 
and Imprisonment of exiles without 
any Justification under the Sheri 
laws; who has squandered tho public 
money; who, having sworn to govern 
according to the Sheriat, has violated 
his oath; who, by gifts of money has 
provoked internecine bloodshed, and 
civil war and who no longer Is recog- 
nized In the provinces?" 

To this the Sheik-uI-Islatn replied: 

"He must abdicate or be deposed." 

Not one of the Constantinople news- 
papers has a good word for Abdul 
Hamld, whose life and reign arc being 
held up to universal execration. On 
the other hand, the accession of Me- 
hemmed V. Is regarded as the dawn 
of a new era. In order to enable the 
public to indulge in rejoicing there 
has been ordered a temporary suspen- 
sion of the state of siege until 10 
o'clock tonight. The city will be il- 
luminated but lire works have been 
prohibited. The Cabinet has been re- 
quested to remain in office for;|,somo 
"■days longer. ■■ . ' 

Paris Papers Approve 

Paris, April 28. — The newspapers in 
general approve the dethronement of 
Sultan Abdfl Hamld and express the 
hope that the Young Turks will profit 
by the lesson of recent events and 
show the same self possession in the 
exercise of the Government, as they 
displayed in winning a victory. 

The opinion is held that a strong re- 
Ecnerated Turkey will present a firm 
front to those who covet their outly- 
ing provinces, which will be the best 
means of preventing the re-opening of 
the Eastern question. 

The report of the arrest of Prince 
Eddlne, nephew of the Sultan, has 
caused unbounded astonishment here. 
Many of his friends in Paris are con 
vinced that he is the victim of an at 
tempt on the part of the former Sul 
tan to effect a compromise looking to 
his own safety by a supreme denunci- 
ation. . . 

Wa3 Disastrous Reign. 

London,. April- 28. — Abdul Harold's 
disastrous reign, which opened with 
Bulgarian atrocities, closes in a most 
dramatic fashion, with massacres or 
Armenians in Anatoa. His disappear- 
ance as Sultan appears to cause but 
few regrets here and abroad but the 
course of Turkish affairs will still be 
watched with great anxiety. 

The Young Turks acted boldly and 
and swlfthly but, notwithstanding, 
with the sanction of the Shelk-ul-Is- 
lam. Hence It may be inferred that 
they have not inflamed the country's 
religious .susceptibilities. The ortlio- 
doxv of the Young Turks, however,' is. 
regarded with considerable suspicion 
by'large sections of the strict Moham- 
medans and therefore it is too early 
to prophesy a quiet reign for Meh- 
emnied V. 

According to the Morning Post's 
correspondent, nincty-tivo. per cent, of 
the population of the city were In fa- 
vor of the recent reactionary mutiny. 
-It is regarded as certain- that the 
Young Turks must for some time rule 
by a military dictatorship and the 
London newspaper editorially express 
apprehension that before a parliamen- 
tary regime can be safely established, 
serious racial and religious outbreaks 
may occur.-. 

A despatch to the Times says that 
it was stated in the Chamber that Ab- 
dul Hamld would probably be sent to 
Salonikl. A despatch to the Exchange 
Telegraph Company says that the 
commitee -has seized all of the former 
Sultan's effects, Including his jewels 
as well as his vast personal fortune. 

A -Belgrade despatch to the Tele- 
graph says that, according to news 
from Macedonia, tho ominous move- 
ment of the Albanians is increasing in 
the district around Monastir. The Al- 
banians demand the enforcement of 
tho Sheriat.

SUSPECTED FRATRICIDE 



Trial of morris, Who Is Aciuaed 
Killing His Brother Near Mile- 
stone, Sask 



Milestone, Sask., April 2S.— Sens 
tional evidence was brought out at th<> 
trial of tho man Morris, charged with 
.the murder of his. brother here today. 
■A. man named Kinrade, to whose daugh- 
ter -Morris was engaged, told of trac- 
ing the print of the horses' hoofs to 
•within -10 yards of (he seem; of the 
murder, and other interesting facts 
■were. brought out.- i 1 

The preliminary trial was commenc- 
ed this morning before Magistrates 
Murphy and Buuti. The prosecution 
was in charge of II. Y. Macdonald, of 
the attorney-general's department ,at 
Reglnd, and C. li. T>. Wood appeared 
for the defence. The prisoner seems 
thoroughly to realize the position lin 
which he is placed, and although is 
maintaining a calm demeanor he ii 
plainly somewhat worried. 
. Different witnesses today swore as 
to the time of the fire and the details 
in connection with the tragedy, most 
of which are are already familiar. 

Kinrade, a farmer, who was a neigh- 
bor of the Morris hoys, was the most. 
Important witness of the morning. He 
swore that Morris came to his liouso 
on the evening of the tragedy about 
seven o'clock and remained until 11 
o'clock. Morris was engaged to he 
married to a daughter of Kinrndc's, 
which accounted for the. length of his 
stay. At 11 o'clock Morris left the 
Kinrade home, snyliVg he was going 
to Milestone. Kinrade told today of 
having followed tho tracks of the horse 
Morris rode on that evening. Ilhe knew 
the tracks because the horse only had 
three shoes, and it was comparatively 
easy to follow them. Morris, accord- 
lug to the marks on the road, traveled 
three miles towards Milestone and then 
switched off towards his own home. 
The tracks followed by Kinrade led to 
a point within 40 yards of the scene 
of tho tragedy, and there became lost 
on the hard ground. 

As the murder is supposed to havo 
occurred about one. o'clock, this was 
important testimony. The only means 
of iixing tho time of the lire is by- 
watches found in the ruins.

Corps of this rity smart and military 
in appearance by the addition of a 
uniform to their present equipment Is 
the laudable effort now being made by 
Principal S. J. Willis, who ia being 
strongly backed up by city suporln 
tondent of schools, E. B. Paul. Tho 
matter was brought .to the attention 
of the city council by the latter, but 
that body Is apparently disinclined to 
vote the $800 or $1,000 necessary, and 
any further effort that will bo made 
rests in the hands of a committee from 
the board of sohool trustoes composed 
of Messrs. Christie and Mclntoeh. 

E. B. Paul, superintendent of city 
schools, when Interviewed by tho Col- 
onist on the subject pointed out that 
tho cadet corps throughout Canada 
were purt of the armed strength of the 
nation, and as such should be provid- 
ed with a suitable uniform. "When 
Earl Grey paid a visit here some years 
ago," said Mr. Paul "he made R re- 
quest, which was tantamount to a 
command, that the cadet corps of Vic- 
toria should meet him on the wharf 
on his arrival. I was principal of tho 
High school at the time,- and whlhv Hie 
University school and Collegiate school 
cadet corps were in attendance, I 
could not allow my boys to appear in 
mufti, and as they hail no uniform 
they could not attend. They appeared 
In the parade on tho anniversary of 
Paardeberg Day, but they looked very 
"ragged" In company with tho other 
corps in uniform. 

"The question of providing; a uni- 
form has been regaraed as an urgent 
one for some time past, and we aro 
now anxious to bring It to u head. The 
minister of education, Dr. Young, 
when he opened the University school 
here, practically promised tho scheme 
provincial aid. We will again approach 
him on tho matter, but it seems to me 
that it is entirely a Dominion gov- 
ernment subject, as tho armed forces 
of Canada belong to the department of 
the minister of militia. Sir Frederick 
Borden is keenly interested in the 
cadet corps, and if this little matter of 
ours is brought to his attention I 
have great hopes that ho will see his 
way to arranging for the uniform*;. 

"I consider," continued Superintend- 
ent Paul, "that the High school cadet 
corps, as far as drill and shooting 
goes, is as good as any company in 
tho city.

portion of the waterfront. 

Just what was the cause of the 
trouble was a difficult matter for the

In some man- 
the great majority had to go in mufti, | ner the parents got wind of the inten- 
tion of the girls and arrived at. the 
wharf just In timo to apprise the Im- 
migration authorities of the fact that 
the sextet had no authority from their 
parents to go abroad. Two of tho girls, 
however, were over uge and their own 
mistresses, and as they insisted on go- 
ing across the Sound the authorities 
were powerless to prevent them. But 
the remaining four were obviously too 
young io be allowed to rule their own 
destinies and afteV'tVi'e 1 tangle 'had 
been unravelled they wore taken In 
charge by their respective parents and 
departed for home. 

Hardly a week passes but young 
girls, some of them little more than 
in their teens, endeavor to cross to 
Seattle. They all claim that they have 
friends there to whom they are going 
on. a visit or that they have secured 
positions, but the authorities tell stor- 
ies of girls from Victoria and up- 
island towns who run away from home 
and after arrival in the Sound cities 
drift Into trouble.

The High School 'Cadet Corps Is 
composed of two companies, each 40 
strong at present, but the total num- 
ber, will according to Principal Willis, 
be increased to 100 next year. The 
corps drills twice a week under th 
charge of Master Gunner Mulcahy, of' 
the garrison. Every Saturday rifle 
practice is carried out, during tho 
winter In the drill hall, and In the 
summer months at Ciovcr Point. Mor- 
ris tubes are used at the former place, 
and Leo Metfords at the latter, both 
W ear""= and ammunition being pro 
vide'd from the ordnance department 
at Esquimalt. The other t'vvo cadet 
corps in tho city, namely the Collegi- 
ate and University schools, are sim- 
ilarly trained, each of these being 40 
strong. The boys of the latter schools, 
however, are provided with uniforms 
as part of their kit when going to the 
schools, whflfl this ia impossible in 
the city Institutions. 

The uniform suggested for the High 
school boys is a dark blue serge, which 
it is stated would cost about $7.50 
per lad. In this connection it 
might bo pointed out that a number of 
the cadet corps In Natal, South Africa, 
which have been In existence for a 
number of years past wear .knee- 
trousers* and sweater uniform, with a 
Glengary cap, and this uniform is 
used day after day forming the re- 
gular attire of the youths.

C. P. R. Expects To Handle 200,000 
Through Passengers This 
Summer 



C. B. Foster, assistant general pas- 
enger agent for fhe C. P. R. at Van- 
couver, and W. H. Robertson, assist- 
ant general freight agent, arrived In 
the city yesterday In connection with 
business of the company. Prepara- 
tions are already being made to han- 
dle the immense passenger tralllc 
which Is expected during the summer 
months, and it is stated that all former 
records of movements to British Co- 
lumbia from the east will be broken. 

The C. P. R. estimates that during 
tho months of June, July, August and 
September upwards of 200,000 passen- 
gers will bo handled coming through 
to the coast. Three transcontinental 
trains will be run, and the largest 
amount of rolling stock available will 
be employed. Two through trains from 
Montreal to Vancouver will arrive 
dally, while a third, to be known as 
tho Twin City Express, will run 
jjhrougb from St. Paul to Seattle. All 
three trains will commence running on 
a definite schedule early In June in 
order to handle the people on their 
way to tho Alaska-Yukon-Pacific ex- 
position at Seattle.

Str'at'luJona, will build ?ir,,000 emer- 
gency hospital tills summer. 



By most western readers Turkey is 
looked upon as a country whoso in- 
habitants are not only bigoted Ma- 
hommeuans but who cling tenaciously 
to the old customs. ' The story of the 
revolution led by ' the Young Turks 
comes witli a shock of surprise to those 
who believed that freedom and knowl- 
edge were rare In what was looked 
Upon as an Asiatic corner of Europe. 
Especially have we been astonisned to 
learn that the women of Turkey have 
taken part in the revolutionary move- 
ment and that the seclusion of the 
harem was no longer observed by 
some of tllil ladies of higher rank. 

An article In the current number 
of . Harper's Bazar • shows that 
a leaven has been at work for many 
years in Constantinople. The writer 
Mary Mills Patrick, who has gained 
the degree of Doctor of Philosophy, 
very pleasantly describes a visit to 
that city. She tells us that Galata is 
the centre of the commercial activity 
and that here the chipping lies. Peru 
is the aristocratic quarter. It is built 
on f.ho heights. Here the admiralty, 
ministers of. state, ambassadors, Euro- 
peans, rich Greeks and the- Oriental 
nobility liavo their town homes. The 
scenes which have been enacted dur- 
ing- the past few days among these 
i beautiful homes were not anticipated 
when this writer watched the gay and 
fashionable crowd • that passed along 
La Grande Rue, the principal street. 
But It is neither the city nor the poli- 
ticians to which this visitor from the 
United Stales devotes her attention. 
At Scutari, across the Bosphorus there 
is an American college for girls, the 
onlv institution in the East, we are 
told, for the higher education of wo- 
men. That a foreign school for wo- 
men could have prospered in the sub- 
urbs of the city where Abdul Aziz lived 
and ruled shows that intolerance 
among the Moslems iff not so great as 
many Imagine. The college was found- 
ed by the New England States and is 
old enough to have graduates mar- 
ried and others at work in various 
spheres. There are twenty-six profes- 
sor* and instructors and they come 
from Cornell, Columbia, Chicago Uni- 
versity, liadeliffe and Wellesley. The 
standard of .scholarship is high and 
European universities accept Its di- 
plomas. 

The list of the nationalities of the 
students reminds one of that given by 
the sacred writer who described the 
multitude that thronged the streets of 
Jerusalem on the day of Pentlcost. 
"And hither they come," says the writ- 
er, "Armenian, Greek, Bulgarian, Turk- 
ish, Austrian, German. Arabian, Mos- 
lem, Albanian, Spanish, Hebrew Serv- 
ian and Russian Hebrew." 

The rank of the students Is as varied 
as their nationality. 

"There are poor, struggling native 
teachers working for educational ad- 
vancement with the aid of the money 
the.v have 1 saved from years of toll in 
their native schools, daughters ot 
pashas and other high officials of the 
East, children of foreign ambassadors 
whose parents live on the slopes of 
Pera overlooking the Sweet Waters of 
Europe, and wide-eyed little peasant 
maids who never heard a word of Eng- 
lish before, coming to the college's 
preparation school." 

The seclusion of. .the .harem, we are 
told, gives leisure .for study, and edu- 
cation spreads fast among Turkish wo- 
men students. Although each young 
woman learns the language and liter- 
ature of her own country the lectures 
are given in English. 

These Oriental girls love literature, 
music and the drama though the course 
embraces biology and physics, English 
and mathematics, psychology and phil- 
osophy. In the situation of the col- 
lege and the traditions of the past the 
students of art, archaeology and his- 
tory have unsurpassed advantages. No 
attempt is made to disturb the faith 
of the students but "the moral Inllu- 
ence is strong and direct." 

'* * * 

"As for the girls, they are just real 
human college girls, with the same in- 
terest in work and play that charac- 
terize college girls everywhere. Scat- 
tered over the grounds, or strolling 
along the corridors, except for the ba- 
bel of languages, we might easily im- 
agine that these girls are students at 
Bryn Mawr or. Hadcllffe, and yet not 
quite. , 

Fashion, that great subvertcr, has 
been silently at work obliterating ex- 
ternal differences; but certain racial 
characteristics remain unchanged. Nor 
would one desire to have it otherwise. 
Physically they are dark and slight, 
with' tin; supple grace of a young 
birch. They are passionately fond of 
ornament, and are never without a 
rose in their hair or at their throat, 
if the flower can be obtained. Their; 
gracious manners and dramatic in- 
stincts make them delightful com- 
panions." ■ 

Already the former students of the 
college are scattered far and wide. It 
is with a melancholy Interest that we 
read that in the mountains of Asia 
Minor, one of the graduates, an Ar- 
menian, Mlanzara Kaprielian, is striv- 
ing to teach her countrymen and wo- 
men. In this district the people are 
the poorest of Hie. poor and the great- 
est ignorance ' prevails. Only two of 
the women know how to road. Yet 
with this life the brave girl has gone, 
teaching the simple people how to 
work, ns well as to rend, and explain- 
ing to them mysteries which the 
youngest children understand here. Is 
iphe -one who has fallen'.'!, victim to 
the fanatical hatred of the neighbor- 
ing tribes? . 

* * + 

A Greek graduate, from Mitylene, 
the home of Sappho, . is head, of tho 
General Hospital for Children, In Ath- 
ens. A number of graduates are mar- 
ried to members of the Bulgarian par- 
liament and the most prominent of all, 
Madame Halldeh Sallk, lias become 
the leader among progressive Mahoni-. 
mediur women. Silo writes, for tho 
Turkish papers and will take a leading 
part in the reorganization of ' Turkish 
schools -for girls.- , 

* * * 

It Is Intended to widen the sphere 
of the college by introducing an in- 
dustrial school, a medical college and 
a department of archaeology. A new 
building will be erected on the Euro- 
pean side of the strait, largo enough 
to accommodate four or live hundred 
girls. For this a splendid site com- 
prising fifty acres have already been 
purchased. No bne can foresee the ln- ; 
(ltfenc'e of this great Western school 
among the women of tho Near Enst.

Mrs. Toller 
then read the treasurer's report show- 
ing that $302.11 had been received and 
J275.G5 expended, leaving a balance of 
$'1«.49. This report was adopted, 
satisfaction being expressed at the 
good showing. 

On behalf of Mrs. Peters, Mrs. Tol- 
ler read the secretary's report. The 
report was very encouraging and 
hopeful. The membership had not 
greatly Increased, although several 
new members had taken the place of 
those who had left tho parish.

Miss Wootton, tho secretary ot tho 
girl's branch, niailo a short report 
showing that tho reorganized society 
had twenty-three members, and had 
entered on their Work with new zeal. 

Miss Wollaston, the secretary of the 
junior branch, reported an enrollment 
of 64 members and an attendance of 
53. Under the superintendence ol Miss 
Ramsdale and with the assistance of 
Mrs. Elklngton and Miss Lettice the 
little girls had held two sales.

The fashionable ladies who 
spend so much time dally punching an 
elaborate striking bait would derive 
just as much good from poking and 
punching their bolsters and pillows if 
the.v would engage upon the homely 
occupation ot making their own beds. 

Turning the mattress entails a mus- 
cular effort which exercises tho mus- 
cles of the back and shoulders. Brisk 
dusting and sweeping provides health- 
ful exercise at the minimum of cost 
to every woman who will give house- 
work a trial. 

All women must have a certain 
amount of physical exercise to keep 
them in health. But they cannot all 
afford an expensive course of lessons in 
physical culture. So why not give 
housework a trial? It Is often diffi- 
cult for business girls to Und the ne- 
cessary time, but oven half an hour's 
brisk housework, combined with a walk 
to and from business, will do a great 
deal to keep your muscles in a healthy 
condition. 

Miss Sit-by-the-Fire would find af- 
ter one month's housework that she 
was a happier, healthier, and better- 
looking girl. Even If your mother can 
afford the domestic service necessary 
to do the housework, you should en- 
deavor to take a part of it upon your- 
self for your health's sake. 

Poverty which entails no servant for 
the young wife is often a blessing in 
disguise, medically speaking, because It 
■means that shq has to take a practical 
part in keeping her little home in 
order. 

The girl who has to sweep and dust 
and cook for several hours dally is, 
other things being equal, a far happier 
individual Mian the young wife who 
can "afford" to be lazy, who need not 
do ton minutes' good honest hard work 
In the twenty-four hours. 

Many a peevish, discontented, sallow 
young woman would be transformed by 
a good liberal dose of housework. 

"Take more exercise," Is the advice 
of nine out of ten doctors to such a 
patient. And as the cheapest and the 
easiest to procure of all exercise for 
the average woman consists in house- 
work, why not try a course of sweep- 
ing, or kitchen gymnastics generally? 

If you are a sensible woman and In- 
tend to go in for household gymnastics, 
remember first that housework done 
with open windows and plenty of fresh 
air about is ten times more valuable 
than the same work done In badly ven- 
tilated rooms. 

So open the windows before you be- 
gin. Secondly, be careful to vary tho 
type of kitchen gymnastics as much as 
possible. Ironing for two or three 
consecutive hours keeps a certain set 
of muscles on tension. Continuously 
bending in the effort to. sweep half a 
dozen .rooms with! a, small brush; and 
shovel is fatiguing If it is done with- 
out any intervals of rest.

Poverty and Waste. 

Tho contrast between want and 
luxury Is very sharply drawn in two 
newspaper paragraphs which recently 
appeared in a Manchester paper. The 
one says that nearly 19,000 men and 
women in that city are out of regular 
employment and scarcely a fourth of 
those have anything to do. This would 
indicate that 50.00U persons are in ab- 
solute want and depending on charity 
for substance. 

The second paragraph has the fol- 
lowing description: "The experiment 
of running a special train from London 
to Manchester to accommodate dogs 
bound for the Manchester dog show 
was made a few days ago and proved a 
success. Every provision was made 
for tho comfort of the pampered and 
valuable animals. They were put In 
steam heated vans, the largest of the 
animals having vans quite alone, and 
each traveling dog had a mattress of 
straw and a pannikin of water. At lun- 
cheon the menu consisted cliiefly of 
dog biscuits, but some of the dogs had 
bones, scraps of meat, soft bread and 
filtered water. The journey from Lon- 
don lasted five hours, but none of the 
animals seemed to suffer from the ex- 
citement of travelling. Most of the 
dogs went from London, but some were 
picked up at the larger way stations 
between the two cities. Tho kennel 
special, as It was. termed by the rail- 
way company, also provided accom- 
modation for the owners, who could 
walk through the cars during the 
course of tho journey and see. if their 
pets wero In good condition. Most of 
the owners were women, and they de- 
clared themselves highly pleased with 
this new way of conveying valuable 
animals to show. They seemed to 
think it would gWe a great stimulus 
to dog and cat shows everywhere, be- 
cause heretofore many women have 
hesitated to send a rare and delicate 
dog any great distance by ordinary 
means of conveyance.'

Should 
he come, the prince would probably 
sail in one of the yachts, as he is an 
enthusiastic yachter, and owns a 
sonder class boat, In which he sails 
himself. 

There are building in the L^nited 
States, fourteen boats to compete in 
the trials to be held in August, that 
will result In tiny selection of the Am- 
erican team of threo boats of the 
match.

ANOTHER GAME 
CLUB PROPOSED 



Protection of Trout and Grouse 
Considered Inadequate- 
Action Imperative 



There Is a move afoot among the 
sportsmen of Victoria having in view 
tho organization of a league for the 
protection of the fish and game 
Southern Vancouver Island. 

The. promoters of this scheme con- 
tend that tho club, which has been in 
existence for the pnst few years, has 
not been doing all it might to prevent 
the extermination and to nurse tho 
stock of fish und feathored game found 
in these parts, They claim that tho 
old organization lias been a dead let- 
ter for many months and they are 
anxious to bring another into being 
that will take n moro active interest 
in the matters referred to. 

What has brought this to a head is 
the current belief that the trout flsOi- 
ing in the vicinity of Victoria is ser- 
iously deteriorating. It is contended 
that the comparatively poor sport to 
bo procured at Shawiiigan lnlce and at 
other well-known resorts hi this lo- 



cality is to bo attributed to Illegal 
fishing on the part of large numbers 
and also to the depredations of "garno 
hogs" in season. 

Tho contemplated league, Its advo- 
cates aver, would take prompt steps 
to have regulations introduced that 
would prevent the elimination of the 
natural assets of the island as far as 
game Is concerned. They would bring 
their influence to bear on the authori- 
ties so strongly that it would have to 
be recognized and tho amendments 
n-eeded to put a complete stop to 

All Illegal Acts 
by so-called sports. More than that 
they would take Immediate action to- 
wards the ifdequnte replenishing of 
the lakes and rivers that lacked trout 
and, if found necessary, would lend 
valuablo help in the preservation of 
tire native blue exceedingly scarce. 

In this proposal a large number of 
tho fishermen and hunters are inter- 
ested. The majority of those approach- 
ed have given their unqualified ap- 
proval of the venture. They point out 
that if It does nothing else it will 
rouse those concerned to the serious- 
ness of the problem as far as this sec- 
tion of the Island was concerned. The 
members of the Fish and Game club 
would be awakened to the necessity 
of activity and beneficial results might 
evolve.

The Japanese liner Shinano Maru, 
of the N.' Y. K., Capt. Ka-warn; reached 
port vesterday morning from the far 
east, 'bringing amongat her cargo the- 
exhibits the Japanese Naval Depart- 
ment will show at the Alaska-Yukon- 
Pacific exposition to be held In Seattle 
in June next. They included a model

According to advices received by the 
Japanese liner, the Haldls, llalvard 
and Thordis, formerly used In the 
British Columbia coasting trade until 
the agitation of shipping men forced 
the company to exclude foroign vessels 
from coastwise trade, have secured 
employment with three other Norwe- 
gian steamers, the Childar, Proteus 
and Prometheus in a new line estab- 
lihsed by Chinese between Swatow, 
Hongkong? and Bangkok. The Thordlu 
was loading at Hongkong for Bangkok 
when Shinano Maru left that port, and 
the other steamers are scheduled to 
follow' fortnightly. These steamers 
will be chartered presumably until the 
company possesses its own lleet, 
which, it is said, will be English built 
nad skippered by Englishmen. The 
company have secured a splendid site 
on the river front at Bangkok imme- 
diately above the Bangkok Dock Co., 
Ltd., tho frontage at present being oc- 
cupied by the buidllngs of a large tem- 
ple. 

Among the passengers brought by 
the Japanese steamer, which had an 
uneventful voyage, were: Prof. T. Sa- 
kamoto, of the Japanese Higher Com- 
mercial school, bound to New York 
with T. Nakamigawa, son of a direc- 
tor of the Mistu Bishi Kalsha, who is 
going to enter collego: T. Skinner, 
well known as the marine superintend- 
ent of Dodwell Co., at Hongkong; Rev. 
O. Clarlsen, a Jewish missionary from 
Hunyien, in Shansi, who journeyed out 
by Chinese cart to Paotingfu to the 
railway, homebound to Sweden, ac- 
companied by his wife, on > furlough, 
after seven years spent in the mission 
field; Miss S. M. Bauerflend, a mis- 
sionary from Japan; Consul J. F. Ve- 
. lasco, a Spaniard who has been on 
consular duty in the Orient for his 
country and Is bound to San Fran- 
cisco; *Y. Fujimura, a Japanese tea 
merchant from Formosa, who is bound 
to Seattle to arrange the tea exhibits 
from Formosa at tho exposition: W. 
C. G. Howard, of the Chinese Mari- 
time Customs In North China, bound 
to Denver, accompanied by his wife; 
G. Moffatt and wife, F. P. Bronson 
and G. Gilbert. 
, Russians from Siberia 

There were 16 saloon, 13 intermedi- 
ate and 55 steerage passengers, includ- 
ing a number of Russians from Siberia 
for Seattle. Ten passengers left the 
steamer here, Mr. Bocher, an engineer 
who has been employed at Hongkong, 
two second and seven steerage Japan- 
ese, of whom two only were newcom- 
ers. 

A large Bhipment of silk was brought 
by the steamer, 1600 bales, valued at 
$750,000. The total cargo amounted to 
2003 tons, of which 275 tons was land- 
ed at the outer wharf. The cargo for 
Victoria included about 3000 bags of 
rice, 600 bags of sugar, and the usual 
shipments of Japanese provisions, 
sakl, soy, etc. There were 1C01 pack- 
ages of all kinds for this port. 

An interesting article Is published 
by the Nichl Nichi, received by the 
steamer, regarding the points of eon- 
tact between Japan and America and 
Russia. The Nlchi Nlchl says Amer- 
ica is exploiting Alaska, Russia, Kam- 
chatka, Okhotsk and Saghallcn re- 
gions, and Japan the southern half of 
Saghnllen. The more progress the en- 
■ terprisos In thra region make, the 
more keenly will our northern Inter- 
ests be affected. The region of Bull- 
ring sea lias also close relations with 
the United States. Alaska, which is 
noted for Its sealing Industry, has also 
recently made romarkablo progress in 
the development of its rosources. Rus- 
sia's work of development In Kamchat- 
ka, together with America's successful 
enterprise In Alaska, will make this 
northern region a highly interesting 
one. It is a region which Is destined 
to be a point of contact between Jap- 
an, America and Russia. 

Russia's policy of development in 
tho north Is in some sense a rever- 
sion. Half a century ago Governor- 
General Mnravleff declared that the 
harbor of Potropavlovsk was one of 
the finest in the world, and that Pe- 
tropavlovsk Itself would become tlm 
fortress of the eastern sea, With tho 
later acquisition of the southern part 
of tho Maritime Provinces and of tho 
new port of Vladivostok, however, 
Russian energies wore diverted from 
Kamchatka to the Sea of Japan. 
Trouble in Korea 

Tho Japan Advertiser tells of a 
collision between Chinese and Japan- 
ese on tho North Korean border. The 
Advertiser says the following despatch 
has been received at Tokyo: The 
Chinese troops stationed In Chientao 
have suddenly arrested a chief of the 
Koreans residing In that district, and 
have taken him to the Chinese military 
quarters, stating that lie would bo 
examined there. The local office at 
Chlentno of the residency-general des- 
patched gendarmes for the purpose of 
asking the Chinese military authori- 
ties tin- reason for his arrest and also 
to demand the surrender of tho man. 
Not only did the Chinese officers re- 
fuse to give any answer, but resorted 
to high-handed measures, kiting the 
Japanese gendarmes on the spot. Ac-

Three A-Uftrian Bluejackets Reported 
To Havj "Taken Their Lives When 
Warohip Stranded 



Advices were received by the steam- 
er Shlriano Maru of the stranding of the 
Australn cruiser Kaiscrln Elizabeth 
near Woosung and the drowning of five 
of her sailors, three of whom are said 
to have conunltted suicide, fearing they 
would be punished for responsibility 
in conrieicllon with the accident. A 
Shanghai paper says: It is stated that 
three of the inon who were drowiica 
actually committed suicide immediate- 
ly after the accident. Tho reuson 
given is that they had been working 
at the cSialn when the mishap occur- 
red, and fca.r of being held responsible 
and the dire results of the court-mar- 
tial .which would follow impelled them 
to take tills course. It is believed that 
the code In the Austrian navy is par- 
ticularly severe, and this statement 
gives color to the report. 

Tho warstiip was anchored with one 
anchor for tho night and the tires were 
banked. During the night the weather 
became very rough and the big: cruiser 
was pltctilng- about and tugging at her 
chain whlcli suddenly parted. The 
other anchor was let go which held 
during: the night. The weather became 
more meliorate and the anchor was 
hove up and the vessel headed for 
Ningpo.

Yangtse wi=j reached, fog again began 
to settle down and the vessel was 
anchored with single anchor and the 
lires allowed to go down, a little -steam 
being Rest in one boiler. As the duy 
wore oil, the weather began to get bad 
and soon a nasty sea was running 
which ca-used the cruiser to toss about, 
tugging at 2ier chain, which suddenly 
parted, leaving the vessel practically 
helpless (or the time being. Steam 
was hurriedly got up, while a boat 
contnliilaH ten or twelve men wan low- 
ered In mi effort to drag- for the 
lost chain and anchor. Ah the sea was 
very rough, the boat was toaseu about 
like an ess shell and was dually driven 
against die ship's side and capsized, 
leaving nUI the men struggling In the 
water, F"lve of the unfortunate sailors 
were wnsliccl away and drowned while 
the remainder, after a severe struggle 
and grea t d ifllculty, were rescuod and 
drawn era board the ship.' In the meun- 
Whlle tlia vessel was drifting about at 
the mercy of the wind and sea, and at 
the last 3-iilra.utc signal guns were fired 
for assistance, over thirty guns being 
fired before the signals wore made out, 
when th-e Japanese cruiser Otowa 
steamed to the cruiser. Captain Herz- 
borg, secEiur that both his anchors were 
gone and. realizing the danger his ship 
and crew wero in, decided to beach his 
vesBel, and he drove her ashore on the 
mud, where she was soon resting. The 
vosael remained in this position until 
the folio-wing day, when the weather 
having- moderated, she was, with the 
assistance of the Otowa and others, 
soon floated into deep water and having 
full steam up, she headed back for 
Shanghai .

Th 
report published to this effect lias been 
continued by a letter received yester- 
day from Capt. B&lcorn, of the Fes- 
cawha, by Gtipt; J. W. Peppitt, of this 
city, owner of the schooner. Capt 
Balcorri writes from off Point Reyes 
on April 24, his letter having been 
taken Into San Francisco by the 
steamer Vanguard, which spoke the 
Peseawha oil Point .'Keyes on April 
2G, and says tliut bad weather was 
encountered oil-jthei southern cruise, 
aeuis were very ' plentiful, though; 
more plentiful 'than hunters had seen 
them for years, and the schooner tool: 
438. Had good weather prevailed the 
catch would have been much larger. 
As It is the; catclf of the Pescawha is 
the largest made on the southern 
cruise for many years.

In Japanese waters. In 1885 he says 
the Penelope, Capt. Miner, took 1,300 
seals and 50 sea otters that year; 3,700 
of the seals were got on Raikoke Isl- 
and and COO on Robben Island, after 
landing his first catch. A Japanese 
schooner took 2,000 from Rnikoke at 
the same time Miner gut his. In 188G 
Capt. Snow took 733 from Raikokc. In 
1881 he took 5.000 seals and lt> sea 
otters on Trednoy Island, making two 
trips. This was the largest catch ever 
taken into a Japanese port. Both Ral- 
koke and Trednoy were breeding rook- 
eries. In 1879 the Alexander was on 
the Japan coast and took 1,100 seals 
at Robben Island. She also had some 
seia otters. In 1878 she had a catch 
of 200 sea otters large and small, and 
in 1877 she got 233. These particulars 
are from records kept in Japan.

Up to the time the Tees left the 
St. Lawrence, the Kyuquot steamer 
had taken 19 whales to that port while 
the Orion had towed 20 Into Sechart. 

Among the passengers on board tho 
Tees was Monager Ruck of the Kyu 
quot whaling station, who has resign 
ed from that position and is now on 
his way to the Okanagnn to engage In 
fruit farming, Prior to his departure 
with Mrs. Ruck from the station Mr. 
Ruck's slwash employees demonstrated 
their regard for him by holding a l>ot- 
latch. Many gifts were made to the 
manager and Ills wife among them a 
purse containing $50 in gold, material 
attestation of the men's appreciation 
of their former boss. When the Tees 
pulled away from the wharf thr. Indi- 
ans were present in numbers gorge- 
ously bedecked in glad raiment and 
masks to fire rllllcs and cheer Mr. and 
Sirs. Ruck out of sight. 

While the Tecs was at Kyuquot she 
made out the sealer Jessie, of this 
port, in the harbor. This was when 
the Tees was southbound.

WRECK OF AND ELAN A 

HAS DISAPPEARED 



Survey Steamer Reports That Hulk 
Long Submerged Has Slipped 
Away 



The wreck of the bark Andelana 
which turned turtle in TUcoma harbor 
ten years ago lias disappeared. This 
was the discovery of the United States 
survey steamer Gedney. The Gedney 
has been engaged in making a survey 
of Taeomn harbor and found that the 
wreck of tho bark has gone. 

The Andelana, a big four-masted 
bark, went to tho bottom off the Pu- 
yallup In January. ISfifi, and tho six- 
teen men aboard lost their lives. Tlie 
vessel had discharged ballast and was 
riding at anchor with ballast logs 
alongside. The next morning she was 
to have shifted to a grain warehouse 
to load wheat. In tlie morning the 
ship had disappeared and investiga- 
tion showed that tho chains holding 
the logs on one side had carried away 
and in a gust of wind the vessel turned 
turtle. 

On the charts the wreck was prop- 
erly marked, although tin; vessel was 
lying In about thirty fathoms. Five 
years ago a diver went to tin- bottom 
and reported that the ship was being 
gradually covered with silt brought 
down by 'the river. When Capt Der- 
lekson and his men surveyed Tncoma 
harbor they searched carefully for tho 
wreck but could Mud no trace of It. 
Capt. Derlcksori Is of the opinion that 
the hulk has slipped down the shelv- 
ing bank and dropped Into very deep 
water. Tho shoalest water found In 
this vicinity was twenty-seven fath- 
oms, The report of tlie survoy. officers

Hungarian Birds Consider Brit- 
ish Columbia Land of Milk 
and Honey 



Hungarian partridges are destined 
to become ono of the recognized Brit- 
ish Columbia varieties of feathered 
same. This statement Is made on the 
authority of experts who have been 
watching, with marked attention, the 
results of the efforts which have been 
put forth, during the past couple of 
years, to make the strange bird fee! 
perfectly at homo in the Northwest. 

That the enterprise thus displayed is 
going to be just as successful as the 
most sanguine dared to expect is the 
unanimous opinion. The sprightly na- 
tive of Hungary, having been releas- 
ed on the Pacific coast, has found the 
climate, the surroundings, the feed ob- 
tainable at different seasons, and all the 
conditions so favorable that ho la 
flourishing. He has decided that his 
newly adopted home is a "land of milk' 
and honey," in the strictest sense of 
that somewhat hackneyed term. As a 
result he is multiplying rapidly and 
making glad the hearts of hunters by 
his obvious pleasure in his altered cir- 
cumstances. , 

The move of Introducing these part- 
ridges in the Northwest was made al- 
most simultaneously in Washington 
and in British Columbia. On both 
sides of the 49th parallel the outcome 
has been most satisfactory. 

The Initiators of the venture in this 
province were Br. Todd and his 
brother, A. E. Todd, of Victoria. They 
imported and released 1U7 birds last 
year. This spring they augmented 
that number by 277, so that there now 
are a total of 44-1 on Southern Van- 
couver Island, without figuring on the 
possible broods of those liberated In 
1D0S. On the lower mainland of Brit- 
ish Columbia, P. M. Chaldecott and 
L. G. Abbott, two of Vancouver's most 
enthusiastic promoters of the chase, 
took the newcomers in hand and dis- 
tributed them among the most favora- 
ble districts. 

Now that the birds have obtained a 
firm hold In the West — and present 
indications appear to settle that point 
— the aforementioned gentlemen are 
desirous of securing from the provin- 
cial government an assurance that the 
birds will be protected from the depre- 
dations of Irresponsible "pot hunters." 
With that idea In mind they forwarded 
to the proper department the append- 
ed communication: 

"Dear Sir: — In reference to importa- 
tions of Hungarian partridges into 
British Columbia -by the undersigned: 

"We having introduced Hungarian 
partridges into this country, and It 
being our intention to bring further 
importations of these birds in the near 
future, and in order to,, avoid what we 
may consider. excessive shooting,, when 
the hunting of these birds is legalized, 
beg to request that your department so 
far as possible undertakes that it will 
do all In its power to obtain from the 
government the following assurance: 

"1. That the open season for par- 
tridges (in any locality) will: jiever 
commence earlier than the 21st of Sep- 
tember, nor extend later than 30th No- 
vember. 

That a daily bag limit will be 
made of not over ten partridges per 
day. 

"3. That a season bag limit will bo 
made of not over 73 partridges. 

"i. That the sale of partridges will 
not bo permitted. 

■ "We trust that your department will 
favorably consider our suggestions, 
and that you will write us at an early 
date with the assurance' that the gov- 
ernment will, so far a.s it is possible, 
agree to the above; subject of course 
to such other regulations as your de- 
partment may see fit to enact. 

"Of course we realize that no assur- 
ance which the government may so,e 
lit to give now will determine the 
policy of future governments, but we
